Total Abstinence Insurance.
One of the old line life insurance com-

panies la aJling particular attention to
Its total abstinence class of policyholders
and carrying on a strong campaign for
its enlargement

The class was established in 1900, and
after eleven years has more than 8000

policies in force. Covering during that
period in excess of 112,000,000 of insta-
nce, tho death losses In the elas
amounted to 162,450, which was only t.88
per cent of the amount Insured The
company announces that the great re-
duction In mortality in the clas has
largely increased the dividends to policy-
holders insured as total abstainers. The
statement Is that in the last five years
tnese dividends on ordinary and twenty-pa- y

and "perfection" endowment forms
have shown combined an Increase ag-
gregating for the period SS 1I per cent.

The agreement on the part of the com-
pany deflnitel) provides that the mor-
tality record of the class will be kept
separate and distinct from that of the
general class, and that in the apportion-
ment of dividends the policy will partici-
pate in accordance with Its terms, and in
addition will receive an additional divi-
dend based on any mortality savings
which the company may experience by
reason of a comparatively lower death
rate In the class

In it3 literature tbo company nuot.es
largely from ihe experience of British
companies that have maintained sepa-
rate total abstinence classes for many
years, covering a period of sixty years
and dealing with more than 60.0'no lives
insured on the whole (or ordinary life
plan representing a total of nearly fio.oon
years if lite even'v dlcided between the
temperance and general sections. In the
latter class the reports give 8?47 deaths,
as against ."ill'l in the temperance sec-
tion for the same period. Had the mor-
tality In the temperance section been at
the same ratio as the general, the num- -
ber of deaths would have been 60a9, or
1886 more than they really were. The
mortality with the "general se tlon was
on the average of Hil per cent higher
than With the temperance section from
ages 11 to 9S. The average pro rata mor- -

tallty from ages 25 to so wdth those in-

sured In the temperance section was 40
per cent lower than was experienced in
file general section for the period. This
experience, it is shown, demonstrate,
that out of lft0. 000 lives at .10 years or
age in the temperance and general sec-
tions respectively, 11,207 more abstainers
than would reach the ago
of 70.

Makes a Nervy Claim.
From the claim department of the

Great. Eastern Casualty company of New
York comes a story of an Interesting
claim under an accident policy which
was recently presented to the company.
Henry Billings of Marlon, 0.: filed claim
ugalnst Mint company for ihe loss of an
eye FXIs claim papers showed that while
riding a bicycle through the streets of
Marion hlswheel skidded from under him
by reason of a slippery pavement, and In
the resultant fall one of his handle bars
gouged out his right eye.

The. claim was accompanied by a state-
ment to the company that the assured
would be glad to accept the specific in-
demnity mentioned in the policy, amount-
ing to 81700 it was Incidentally men-
tioned tliat disability had lasted aiv
weeks

The ad.luster was rathr curious con-
cerning some of the points involved, and
at bis request the company's physician
.ailed at the address given to examine
the assured and found there was no such
address on the street mentioned. The
company then communicated with the
Marlon Steam Bhove works, where the
application staled the assured was em-
ployer! as a bookkeeper, and was In-

formed by thai concern that no person
named Henry TOliings bad ever ben em-
ployed bj them as bookkeeper, or in any
other capacity as far as they knew. An-

other attempt, to see. the assured failing,
the company turned the matter over to
the police authorities. It then dei el-

oped that the assured bad suddenly '"ft
the city of Marlon Vn examination
made later rexealed Hie fact thai the d

The matter was taken up by the Geor-
gia Association of Life Hnderwriters
wdth the Insurance department of Geor-
gia, and 'he Insurance commissioner, W
A. Wright, like the Insurance commis-
sioner for T"tah, has made a ruling that
"Anv person who has any connection
wbntever with the consummation of a
contract of Insurance with an company
not authorised to do business in tills
state. Is made guilty of a misdemeanor
and is subject to Indictment and prose-
cution "
